AEROPLANE CRASHES 
IN RAILWAY YARD.

TWO MEN HAVE 
REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


An aeroplane in which were Captain N. H. 
Woodhead, an instructor, and Flying Officer 
L. F. Stanley, a pupil, crashed at Brough, 
near Hull, yesterday, on the railway goods 
yard, but the men escaped injury. The 
machine was damaged, It fell near the main

In addition to the wing the propeller and 
rudder were damaged. 

A man who was waiting, for a train in the 
station said the two airmen had a remarkable 
escape. The machine seemed to get into 
wobble when at a low altitude, and crashed 
into the telegraph post, bringing down a num- 
ber of wires and falling heavily. 

The all metal fuselage withstood the:shock, 
and the cockpit in which the airmen were 
sitting at dual controls, remained intact.

said Mr. Sheeran, *‘ sufficient internal com. 
petition to keep prices at a low level withcnut 
allowing imports for which ther: is no room. 
We can supply all the country’s needs in 
every grade of material. 
_ “* Tweed trousers for a young boy are 
invoiced from Poland at 74d. per pair, plus 
60 per cont, Customs duty. Meun’s trousers 
of a shoddy material, heavily ‘filled,’ hut 
well turnéd out, are also offered at an at- 
tractive price. The fact that these and 
similar articles are valued at a low figure 
may give the impression that the imports are 
merely ‘trickling in,’ but the matter is 
serious enough to call for attention from the 
Department of Industry and Commerce.’’ 


LOST EMPLOYMENT. 


Mr, Sheeran states that one larze firm has 
actually imported 630 pairs of these trousers, 
This is equivalent to what, in the yarlance of 
tailors, is known as fifteen “ pieces,” and, ii 
the trousers were made in this ccuutry, this 
amount of material would give employment 
to thirty hands for four days.

THE STATE ANALYST’S 
EVIDENCE, 

The City Coroner, Dr. D. A. MacErlean, 
sat with a jury in *l* Meath Hospital. 
Dublin, yesterday, to resume the inquest con- 
verning the death of Mrs. Bridget O'Reilly, 
aged 28 years, of Lower Kevin street, Dublin, 
who died in the hospital at the beginning of 
last month. 

Mr. ie P. McGinley, solicitor, appeared 


for the hisband and next-of-kin of the late 
Mrs. O'Reilly, and Inspector Patrick Killeen 
represented the Civic Guards. 

nspector Killeen stated that as he had not 
yet completed his inquiries he must ask for an 
adjournment. He had been in communication 
with the State Solicitor’s Department, and 
found that no representative from that De- 
partment could attend the inquest that day. 

It was decided to take the evidence of the 
State Analyst. 

Mr. John Kearns, State Analyst, gave evi- 
dence of having analysed substances that were 
sent to him by the Civic Guards last month. 
Some of them, he said, were liquids, which 
contained bread soda or washing soda. 

Inspector Killeen asked the witness could he 
say whether the amount of soda which he 
found in the organs of the dead woman was 
the cause of death. 

Witness—I could not say that, 

Questioned by the Coroner, he said that he 
was not in a position to say whether the soda 
was bread soda or washing soda. The sub- 
stance which was in a teacup which he had 
examined. was washing soda. 

Mr. McGinley—Did you find traces of any 
other foreign substance’—No, 1 found no trace 
of any other foreign substance. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that the total in the grains of soda which 
he found was 236.66. He was not in a pose. 
— to state what would be a fatal dose of 


Mr. McGinley—Can you say approximately 
what bulk would be represented by 236 
grains? 

Witness—I could not say definitely in terms 
of bulk. It would be relatively small— 
a a teaspoonful and a tablespoonful, 1 

ink. 

Coroner—Assuming it was washing soda, 
can you tell the jury whether the taste of that 
substance would be pleasant or unpleasant ?— 
It would be slightly bitter. 

The Coroner further adjourned the inquest 
to a date to be fixed.

STATE PARTY. 


PLEASANT DAYS 
IN HUNGARY, 


Tr Irish Free State contingent to the 


great international jamboree of Boy 

Scouts at Godallo, Hungary, returned 
home yesterday evening. They arrived at 
Dun Laoghaire on board the Hibernia a 
happy, heaithy, sunbrowned lot. Since 
they left Ireland they have travelled 
by boat and train about 3,500 miles, 
as they say themselves, in addition to all the 
walking, jumping and running they . did 
in and about the great camp at Godollo. 
Every moment was enjoyed, and each of the 
Scouts has a personal traveller's tale to tell 
that will make him the centre of circles at 
home for many a day. 

Some seventy Scouts journeyed to Hun- 
gary, under the leadership of District Com- 
missioner C. 8. Childs, with whom were Com- 
missioner W, M. Carte, ‘Assistant Commis- 
sioner A. Briggs, Assistant Commissioner 
G. D. Vanston, the Camp Treasurer, and 
Scoutmaster R. B. Eason. 

All were full of enthusiastic praise of 
the success of the jamboree, and the good 
favour which all the time made the sojourn 
of the Free State contingent most enjoyable 
and successful. 

There was a wonderful sympathy between 
Hungary and Ireland, and the Free State 
contingent was the most pular in the 
camp, said Commissioner Ghilds. Their 
pipers’ band, with their kilts, caused general 
interest, and the band so took the Hungarian 
fancy that it had to give a broadcast per- 
formance one night, which was relayed from 
Budapest to Switzerland, Sweden, Austria 
and Poland. 


DISTINGUISHING MARK, 


Sometimes the Irish kilts were a cause of 
confusion with the Scottish contingent, but 
they had no band, and the Free State Scouts 
distinguished themselves from the English 
and the Scottish by wearing a tricolour rib- 
bon. The Free State flag was flown with 
the flags of the other nations on the grand 
stand of the huge arena of Godollo. It pre- 
ceded them in the march past, and generally 
they put the Free State on the map. 

Count Andromy, a chief officer of the corps, 
made a presentation to Mr, Childs, and 
another was made to Dr. Hendre, the High 
Sheriff of the Godollo district, who is a great 
supporter of the Scout movement, and in Hun- 
garia it is a national movement. He thought 
so much of the International Boy Scouts’ 
movement that he organised a procession of 
100,000 in honour of the assembled Scouts, 
and this great procession marched past wear- 
ing native costume, with their bands playing 
national music. 


CAMP LIFE. 

Describing life in.the camp, Mr. Childs said 
that the rations were generous. At first there 
was a little awkwardness about cooking them, 
but the Hungarian Scouts came along and 
put things right. ‘There was some little diffi- 
culty about the exchange of money, but the 
boys soon got used to it. This was the most 
wonderful Jamboree that has yet taken place, 
and the friendship shown them by the Hun- 
garian people was remarkable. There was 
nothing they could do for them that they did 
not do. The name of Lord Baden Powell was 
known to the humblest Hungarian. 

The day before they left (August 10) the 
leaders of the Scout contingents were enter- 
tained by Hungarian Headquarters, the 
British Headquarters and officials of the Hun. 
garian Foreign Office. They left Godollo by 
train, on which were the British Scouts and 
contingents from India and Jamaica, number- 
ing about 360. The High Sheriff of Godollo 
came to bid them farewell. 


IN VIENNA. 

After leaving Budapest they travelled to 
Vienna, where they detraned and were 
escorted round the city of Vienna by local 
Scouts. From Passau onwards they received 
an ovation at every station from local ‘Nazis. 
who turned out with bands and presented 
them with flags. They arrived at Ostend too 
late for the boat owing to train delay and 
got to London on Sunday night and came on 
by the morning train to Holyhead and then 
to Dun Laoghaire.

“CAVALCADE” AT THE 


By Ovr Srectat RFEPRESENTATIVEs 

Let me. confess that I went to see 
'“ Cavalcade”? at the Grand Central Cinema, 
Dublin, yesterday, prepared for the worst. It 
seemed to be taken for granted that any 
production in the Free State of this film must 
os so completely bowdlerised as to lose all its 
orce. 

Perhaps, the discovery that the manage- 
ment had had the courage to present Coward 
almost complete contributed to my enthusiasm 
for the production, Nevertheless, it can be 
said without fear of contradiction that this Is 
one of the greatest films ever made, and that 
the Free State version has lost little of the 
original, From my recollection of the play, 
there are only two incidents absent. 

‘One is the parade of mourning which 
followed in London upon the death of Queen 
Victoria. This is an inexplicable ‘‘cut’’; for 
it does not rob the film of any of its atmos- 
phere, other than the fact that the remarkable 
grief which was shown by the poor people was 
shared by the rich. ‘The shock which. the 
event caused for the poorer classes is clearly 
shown in the film. 

On the other hand, one can understand the 
motives which caused the excision, of the in- 
cident at the London music hall, where the 
company abandoned their performance to join 
their audience in the spontaneous singing of 
“God Save the King,” when the news came 
through of the veliet of Mafeking. One can 
also regret it; for thus is one of the most 
dramatic moments of the film robbed com- 
pletely of its effect. 

Otherwise, however, the cavalcade seems 
to run. its course without any appreciable 
check. The entire pageant of a marvellous 
period is unfolded in a manner which reveals 
to the full its sordidness and its splendour. 
It is pleasantly surprising, in view of the 
slight excisions that are made, that we hear 
the singing of ‘‘ Land of Hope and Glory '' at 
the beginning of the film and the noble 
patriotic speech’ with which the film ends, 


WHERE STAGE EXCELS. 


The picture is not so good as tl.» original 
production of the play. pars ae wah cannot 
yet capture the glorious colour of that pro- 
duction, and it can never give us tha 
realistic quality which comes only with flesh- 
and-blood characterisations. Most cities, 
however, do not possess a Drury Lane 
stage, and it is doubtful if any other stage 
could do the drama justice. Such being the 
case, the screen is probably the best medium 
for showing Ireland this story of the century 
in which we live. 

Neither Coward nor Cochran. 
possibly cavil at the manner in which their 

reatest dramatic triumph has been adapted 
or the screen. The only wonder is that it 
should have been an American company 
which is responsible for such a picture of 
British life and character. One adjective 
alone is sc An“ to the technique and 
casting of the entire production, and that 
adjective is ‘“‘perfect.’’ Clive Brook and 
Diana Wynyard, as the couple who watch 
with dismay as their world changes, and Una 
O’Connor are outstanding in a brilliant cast. 

As a last word, it may be pointed out that 
the moral of this film is not Imperialism in 
any sense of the term. The argument of tho 
bewildered little Cockney that ‘‘we must 
have a war sometimes to show that we we 
top-dogs ” is not the argument of the film. 
Rather is it a tremendous protest agaust 
all the evils of this age, in which “ loose 
values are news values,” and, above all, an 
exposure of the horrors of war, depicted 
from all its angles with awful realism, and, 
at the end, with a touch of brilliant irony. 
This is a film which everyone should see,

The meeting was called by the chairman, 
Mr. P. M. Coffey, and all the medical officers 
of the Board were invited to attend and give 
their views as to the suitability or otherwise 
of the scheme. 

Mr, A. Fogarty, T.D., said that the scheme 
had been definitely approved of by the Board 
and Government, and if there was any more 
‘* dilly-dallying ' about it the result might be 
that the grant from the Sweepstakes would be 
lost to the county. The Minister had 
definitely decided that there should be a 
central hospital erected in Cashel. 

Mr. D. O'Sullivan said that there were only 
eight doctors there out of twenty-one, and 
how could they express an opinion on behalf 
of the whole body? 

Mr. A. Fogarty proposed a resolution that 
the Board was of opinion that the meeting 
was not called in the best interests of the sick 

r, but was part of a scheme deliberately 
atched to upset the Government’s plans and 
to hamper and delay the Minister; that they 
believed that the calling of the meeting was 
actuated by petty jealousy; that the majority 
of the doctors mad already attested that the 
Minister's scheme was sound and practical 
and in the best interests of the sick poor of 
the whole area, and that the matter should 
not be further discussed. 

Mr, W. O'Dwyer seconded, and the Chair- 
man proposed an amendment that the doctors’ 
opinions should be heard on the matter, and 
this was carried by five votes to four. 


DOCTORS’ OPINIONS. 


Dr. Dowling denied that the. majority of 
the doctors were in favour of a county 
hospital scheme, and said that the best scheme 
would be to spend the money in bringing the 
three existing district hospitals in Clonmel, 
Cashel and Tipperary up to date by having 
them thoroughly equipped. No proper 
examination of the hospital needs of South 
Tipperary had been made by the Government. 
The cost of the upkeep of a county hospital 
would be very large, and according to the 
present scheme the existing district hospital 
and their doctors would be degraded. 

He suggested that the Board should adjourn 


| the whole matter pending the report of the 


Hospitals Commission, which was going to be 
established, on the hospital needs of South 
Tipperary. 

r. Foley, Cashel, said that he was of 
opinion that the county hospital scheme was a 
necessity for the county.

ALTERNATIVE TRAM 
ROUTES.

UGGESTED remedies for the alleviation 
of Dublin's traffic problems are 

é periodically, but seldom, if ever, are the 

lice presented with any plan that has not 

n discussed before. Because revolutionary 
changes in the methods of directing traffic 
are not introduced from time to time, some 
are inclined to believe that the Civic Guard 
authorities are unaware of the fact that 
better—or supposedly b of 
control exist in other cities. Sach is not the 
case, General W. BR. E. Murphy and those 
associated with him in the : rt- 
ment have studied their yi as keen i as 
any outside enthusiast, and it is not their 
fault that changes are but seldom made. 

I discovered that when I discussed the 
subject rather informally with General 
Murphy a few days ago. 

a Why do you not introduce the block 
method of control at crossings?’’ I asked. 
‘It is the block system that is used in Bel- 
fast, where traffic control, in the opinion of 
many who have had an extensive experience 
of motoring in Northern Ireland has been 
luought to a high state of perfection, Where 
the block system is employed arm-wa is 
man’s face or back is towards the motorist 
he must not progress further. When the 
policeman turns his side that traffic pro- 
ceeds, and the other streams, towards which 
his face and back are now turned, halt. 


DIFFICULT CROSSINGS. 


‘‘It is difficult in Dublin,” replied General 
Murphy. ‘‘So many of the crossings are 


awkwardly shaped that the block system 


would lead to confusion. College Green is 
an example. . At such a crossing it would 
involve the employment of two Guards, where 
at present one serves adequately, considering 
all the difficulties. 

As a fact, I was assured, the Guards are 
reducing arm-waving as far as sible. 

General Murphy mention also the 
O’Connell street crossings as places where 
the block system might cause difficulties, but 
on reflection I cannot agree that he was 
correct. At Abbey street, Bachelor's Walk 
and Eden quay it should work admirably, so 
long as the pointsmen acted in unison. 

Automatie traffic control is nerally 
accepted as the ideal system. The traffic takes 
its cue from coloured lights on pillars at 
crossings. These lights change automatically 
from red (stop) to orange (get ready) and 
green (go). When red is showing on one 
side green faces the other way. 


EXPENSIVE. 


The police in Dublin would favour this 
system. but no one will pay for the lights. 
The Corporation say it is not their job to 

rovide traffic signals; the police have no 
fund out of Shik to do it. Who paid for 
the signals in Belfast and other cities? 

I understand that a firm which equipped 
many Continental cities with its automatic 
signals offered to fit lights at every crossing 
in the city of Dublin for the sum of £9,000 
That amount would be saved in a year in the 


number of police who would be released for 


other duty. 

Tramcar traffic is one of the biggest stumb- 
ling blocks in the way of those who would 
make Dublin’s streets less congested. I do 
not think I have General Murphy’s authority 
for saying so, but I believe that, if the Guards 
had their way, the activities of the Tramway 


| Company in the centre of the city would be 


seriously curtailed. 

There is no reason why the Dalkey tram: 
should start from Nelson Pillar. Most of 
the south city tram traffic could start from 
Nassau street or St. Stephen’s Green. The

HOW THEY CAN BE 
CLEARED,

(BY A MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH.) 


HE President of the Royal Institute of 

British Architects is i, amucinn to have 

said at last year’s conference of this 
body at Manchester that: “We think we 
cannot afford to build houses for the dwellers 
in our slums; yet, we afford to maintain 
nearly a quarter of a million operatives in 
the building trade in depressing idleness, It 
is difficult to believe,” he added, “ that it 
would not be better economy to build a good 
home which would serve a family for sixty 
or a hundred years rather than pay for not 
building the cottage £75 to £100 to keep the 
same amount of labour in idleness.’’ 

Such a statement, coming from so dis- 
tinguished an authority, should make the man 
in the street and those who represent him 
think carefully over the problem of slum- 
clearance. It may be very properly asked 
why we have tolerated the growth of slums, 
and why something has not been done to 
prevent or eradicate them. The difficulty 
seems to be that the more fortunately situated 
members of the population fail te understand 
the slums; they do not realise what it means 
to the individuals who live in them nor their 
importance as a menace to the health of, the 
community as a whole. When the mass of 
the people realises what life in the slums 
means to those who live within them, slums 
will cease to exist, 


THE MORNING. 


When the slum-dweller wakes wearily in 
the mornings, unrefreshed in the overcrowded 
and foul-smelling atmosphere of his mae? 
ventilated bedroom (which he shares wit 
several others), he starts the day by 
stumbling over the tumble-down beds of 
his children—and, perhaps, lodgers—even- 
tually finds a small corner where he is able to 
dress. His garments, reeking with perspira- 
tions and dirt of his daily toil, are gathered 
on the floor nearby, and, after partially 
dressing, he attempts to wash in an enamei 
bowl in water which will be shared by the 
rest of the family. He crawls out of his ill- 
lit bedroom with that feeling of despondency, 
due to sheer physical discomfort, and shuffles 
down a narrow wooden stairway into the ill- 
smelling kitchen of his tenement, where he 
hastily prepares an  vunappetising meal, 
hurriedly swallowed. If he is fortunate, he 
sets out to commence a day’s work. The day 
long he bends over his monotonous task; 
this finished, he makes his dreary www back 
home, past the garbage tins and refuse of 
the crowded alleys into the friction and dis- 
content of his miserable household, to a wile 
discouraged by endless’ effort in a hopeless 
environment, and children in whom is re 
flected the unhealthy and degrading surround- 
ings called “ home.”’ 

There is nothing in the slum-man’s life to 
elevate him above his elemental animal in- 
stincts; there is neither peace nor comfort, 
neither beauty nor repose, his day ends with 
neither inspiration nor hope. The slum is a 
malignant growth within the body of modern 
civilisation. As long as it exists social dis- 
content will exist, crime will exist, ill-health 
will exist. Like a malignant growth, it can 
be operated on and its development pre- 


vented; the only remedy is the fearless | 


attack of the local authority—the sooner the 
less serious and less expensive the operation.

TALK ON TOBACCO 
CULTURE. 


THE FIRE-CURING 


PROCESS. 
—— 


Mr. James J. Kelly concluded his series 
ef broadcasts on the subject of '' Tobacco 
Culture ” with a final talk from the Athlone 
Station last night. 

Erroneous ideas had been engendered in 
the minds of the people of this country that 
the climate and soil were unsuitable for the 
successful cultivation of tobacco crops, he 
said. The soil of Ireland, however, was rich 
and fertile, and they had _ sufficient un- 
employed land and unemployed men to ad- 
vance the growing of this product. Owing 
to the special fertility of the land, the 
tobacco crop in Ireland did not require as 
much sun as it did in other countries.

AN ENCOURAGING 
GROWTH. . 


THE VICEROY’S 
EXAMPLE. 


66 HERE has been an ever-growing 
accumulation of signs of widening 
interest. in aviation, and particularly 

an awakening of interest in the possibilities 
of commercial. aviation,” states the report 
on civil aviation for the financial year 1932- 
55, now issued by the Government of India, 
The report further states that there is a 
growing body of trained pilots in the country, 
who have naturally turned their attention to 
the useful employment of their accomplish- 
ments; while, at the same time. the clubs, 
centered at Bombay, Karachi, Delhi, Calcutta 
and Madras, have spread their activities into 
more and more surrounding localities, 

The movement, too, has, states Reuter from 

Simla, spread into the Indian States—from 

Jodhpur, which easily retains the lead, to 

Patiala, the Kathiawar States and Hyderbad. 

The first year of the Tata Company’s weekly 
air mail service between Karachi and Madras 
via’ Ahmedabad, Bombay and Bellary—a 
total distance of 1,320 miles—has been 
signally successful, The service has been 
maintained in conjunction with the London. 
service of Imperial Airways to and from 
Karachi with a regularity of 100 per cent. 

An extension by this company from Madras 
to Colombo is eotiteinpiated this year, while 
the new flat rate for air mail letters through- 
out India, together with the new cheap air 
mail postcard rates, is bound to lead to an 
increase in the company’s revenue, which in 
turn may be expected to result in the 
purchase of larger machines and the institu. 
tion of a passenger service. 

Similarly, the inauguration this month b 
Indian Trans-Continental Airway, Limited, 
of a weekly service in conjunction with 
Imperial Airways between Karachi and 
Calcutta (to be extended before the end of 
the year to Rangoon and Singapore, where 
it will link up with the Australian lines), is 
bound to stimulate the growth of ‘‘ feeder “”' 
lines to and from important centres all alon 
the route. Last year the Delhi Club filled 
part of this gap by maintaining the regular 
air mail service between Karachi and Delhi. 

Expenditure on civil aviation by the 
Government of India amounted last year to, 
approximately, £75,500, while the Budget for 
the FS a has been estimatcd at, rather 
over £77, 


SUBSIDIES REDUCED. 


Retrenchment has necessitated the reduc- 
tion of the subsidy granted to clubs from 
£1,275 to £1,200 each, in addition to the 
bonus of £7 10s. for each pilot trained 
ab initio and licensed. Similarly, the subsidy 
to the India and Burma Aero Club 1s 
to. be cut down from £1,200 to £875. 
The total membership of the clubs dropped 
last year from 1,880 to 1,558 owing te 
the liquidation of the Punjab Club.

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Free State and Empire. 

Yesterday the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council celebrated its one hundredth 
birthday. Before it was established cases 
of appeals from the Colonies came before 
the Privy Council as a whole. There was 
a quorum of three, but there was nothing 
to prevent lay members of the Council 
from participation in legal judgments of 
the most highly complicated kind; and in 
1833 Lord Brougham introduced his 
famous Act, by virtue of which the 
Judicial Committee was founded. In 
theory the King to-day, as of old, ‘s 
personally the source and the dispenser 
of all justice in the British realm, and the 
Judicial Committee acts in an advisory 
capacity. It can take no decisions, but 
humbly advises His Majesty, and its judg- 
ments have no force until they have been 
accepted and promulgated by the King. 
Yet it is by far the most important and 
most powerful Court that the world ever 
has known; for it is the final Court of 
Appeal for some 400,000,000 of His 
Majesty’s subjects. Its prestige is 
enormous, and its existence is a guarantee 
of justice for all those who dwell under 
the British flag. It is of particular value 
to. Dominions which, like Canada and 
Australia, have separate State Adminis- 
trations, because its complete impartiality 
is recognised. A large majority of the cases 
that are taken to the Judicial Committee 
comes from India, where the appeal to the 
King-Emperor is regarded as an indefeasible 
right of the subject. 

In all except one of the Dominions the 
Judicial Committee’s value as an ultimate 
Court of Appeal is appreciated highly. 
The exception is the Irish Free State. 
When the twenty-six counties of Southern 
Ireland were constituted a Dominion of 
the British Commonwealth special pro- 


vision was made for the right of appeal to 
the King in Council. The preservation ot 
this right was implied in Article II. of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty, which defined the con- 
stitutional status of, the Saorstdt, and 
stipulated that it should be identical with 
that of Canada. The framers of the Free 
State Constitution went even further; for 
Article 66 of this instrument enshrines 
the right of appeal in the most specific 
terms. For some obscure reason successive 
Governments in the Free State have 
shown, their disapproval of a privilege 
which is treasured in all the other 
Dominions. Under Mr. Cosgrave’s ad- 
ministration attempts were made at two 
Imperial Conferences to secure the 
abolition of Privy Council appeals. When 
these attempts failed the Free State Govern- 
ment resorted to ex post facto measures 
in order to nullify the results of Privy 
Council appeals, while maintaining the 
pretence in the Constitution. In this 
respect Mr. Cosgrave’s policy was 
thoroughly bad. It satisfied nobody and 
irritated many. Furthermore, it lost the 
Free State Government much sympathy in 
the other Dominions, where it was re- 
garded as yet another proof of Irish 
disaffection. 

Now Mr. de Valera has gone the whole 
hog. He is at least frank about his plans; 
for he has brought in a bill which pro- 
poses to put an end, once and for all, to 
Article 66 of the Constitution. Hence- 
forward there will be no Privy Council 
appeals of any kind, and the judgments 
of the Free State’s Supreme Court will be 
subject to no revision. Mr. de Valera is 
trying to turn the Free State into an inde- 
pendent republic by the simple, if foolish, 
process of constitutional attrition. One by 
one he is removing all the remaining 
symbols of the Crown's authority. When 
his ‘present trio of bills has been passed 
by the Oireachtas the last trace of His 
Majesty’s power wil] have disappeared 
from the twenty-six counties. If he so 
chooses, Mr. de Valera will be 
position to declare his truncated republic 


in a 


immediately, to scrap the Treaty and the 
Constitution alike, and to regard himself 
as monarch of all he surveys, with the 
exception of the Six Counties and the 
Treaty ports. Then, perhaps, he may be 
satisfied, although he still seems to hanker 
after the Six. Counties, who hardly are 
likely to be either coerced or cajoled 
into adherence to a Gaelic Republic, whose 
citizens: will live by the washing of one 
another’s hair shirts. The Irish people are 
paying dearly for Mr. de Valera’s political 
ambitions. He has abolished not only the 
Privy Council but the farmers’ market, 
and he is engaged now in the fatuous task 
of throwing the baby out with the bath 
water. .

The Cuban Revolt. 


In Cuba an autocratic President has 
been deposed, and a new President, whose 
political manners. remain to be seen, sits 
in his place. For nearly three years the 
people of Cuba had been living under 
martial law; twenty days ago General 
Machado, the President, restored their 
constitutional rights, evidently feeling the 
pressure of underground hostility, -Imme- 
diately the malcontents of the island 
initiated a general transport strike, and 
the unrest which has marked Cuban 
politics for several years began to seethe. 
‘The President. restored martial law. A 
crowd of citizens, under the mistaken idea 
that he had resigned, paraded in front of 
the presidential palace in order to demon- 
strate their delight, and were met by 


| volleys of rifle and machine-gun fire from 


the soldiers and police, which caused 
thirty deaths.. Then pandemonium broke 
loose, and continued throughout last 
week. There were continual encounters

a general terror of starvation in 
apital; and on Friday: night the 
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situation at no time has called for 
interventibn by the United States. General 
Machado's successor,, Dr. Carlos de 
Cespedes, who will act as President until 
a general election has been held, is doing 
his utmost to stay these outbreaks, and 
the troops have orders to fire on all 
violators of the law. Now the island, 
“according to the latest news, is returning 
rapidly to the normal; but we wonder if 
it will remain contented for long. The 
essence of Cuba’s disquiet—apart from the 
existence there of a number of Communist 
agitators—is economic. Her sugar 
industry, which is the backbone of her 
welfare, has suffered severely from the 
general depresison of the last few years, 
and there are no signs of an immediate 
return of prosperity. No doubt, Dr. de 
Cespedes will relax the tension in Cuba 
by the revival of democratic rule, and will 
restore an uneasy peace; but there can be 
no hope of lasting quiet until the sugar 
and ‘tobacco industries shall have 
recovered something of their old 
well-being, 


Supplies for the Services. 


Something of a pother is arising in 
England over the supply of foodstuffs to 
the fighting Services. A complaint has 
appeared in the Morning Post that Belgian 
eggs, Danish bacon and butter, and 
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Portuguese sardines were served at Officers’ 
Training Corps camps this year. The 
catering not only for these corps, but for 
the regular Services and the Territorial] 
Army, is in the hands of the Navy, Army 
and Air Force Institute ; and the manager 
of the Institute’s responsible department 
declares that sufficient supplies of British 
foodstuffs cannot be obtained, quite apart 
from any consideration of price. Inquiries 
have been made from a prominent market- 
ing authority, whose replies give a rough 
idea of the state of the British market. 
The supply of British bacon, he says, is 
inadequate at present, and there are 
virtually no Dominion supplies. There 
may not be enough British cheese, but 
there is a large Dominion supply. 
Certainly a lack of British butter exists, 
but much of the imported supplies comes 
from the Empire. The supply of British 
eggs has shown a large increase of late, 
and imports are dropping ; but the market- 
ing of eggs is still unsatisfactory, and im- 
ported eggs can be bought more cheaply. 
How different the whole situation might 
be if Free State goods still possessed an 
unrestricted right of entry to the British 
market. The British authorities are 
genuinely anxious that the Services shall 
be fed, if it is possible, with foodstuffs 
from the United Kingdom, and, if that 
ideal cannot be attained, with goods from 
the Empire. As a result of the economic 
war the Free State cannot take advantage 
of this very large demand. Britain s 
preference for Empire products has existed 
only within the last year, and the supply- 
ing of the Services would bring a new and 
real profit to Irish farmers if they were in 
a position to satisfy it. This is but one 
of the numerous opportunities of profit 
that the Free State has lost by rash and 
misguided action. 


Compulsory Fish. 


The Nazi machine has come to the help 
of Germany's fishing industry; and, 
though we may not like its methods, their 
quickness and thoroughness compel our 
regard. Since the War the Baltic fisher- 
men of Pomerania have fallen on evil 
days. Formerly they fished for the large 
Roman Catholic population of Polish terri- 
tory which was under German rule. Then 
came the Treaty of Versailles and the re- 
adjustment of frontiers which restored this 
territory to an independent Poland, with 
the result that the German fishermen re- 
tained only the custom of their own 
Protestant country folk. Since German 
Protestants do not fast on Fridays, the 
fishermen’s business fell away sadly; but 
now the local Nazi leaders have endowed 
it with a new lease of life. They have 
decreed that, for the benefit of the fisher- 
men and in the supreme interest of the 
German State, Protestant Pomerania shall 
eat fish on Fridays. © Last Friday was 
the first compulsory “ fish day ” through- 
out the province, and the Berlin 
Correspondent. of The Times says that it 
was a great success. 
was, under the influence of Nazi suasion, 
bought by the wholesalers, passed on to 
the retailers, and finally to the 
Pomeranian housewife.’’ The  house- 
holders’ views are not recorded, but the 
fishermen are happy, the Nazi leaders are 
delighted with their. experiment, and it 
seems that Pomerania’s Protestants now 
will inherit the weekly fast of their 
Roman Catholic neighbours. Free State 
fishermen will sigh for a Nazi régime. 
No amount of mere exhortation to ‘‘ eat 
more fish ” can force that wholesome food 
down the throats of persons who have no 
liking for it. Perhaps,+ this Nazi prece- 
dent will tempt Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment to make a sure thing of the Free 
State fishermen’s vote at the next general 
election,

THE WATER SHORTAGE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In view of the long spell of dry 
weather and the rapidly decreasing level of 
the reservoirs upon which the citizens depend 
for their water supply, practical steps should 
be taken to guard against shortage. When 
motoring in the neighbourhood of Roundwood 
last Sunday week, 1 was surprised to find that 
in some places the water had receded to sucl 
an extent that large patches of vegetation 
were visible and the water much below high- 
water level. The abnormally dry season 
should impress the citizens—if they have any 
civic spirit at all—of the necessity of sup- 
porting the City Enginee- in his efforts to 
maintain a continuous supply. In recent years 
the number of motor cars has increased con- 
siderably. with the consequent result that 
millions of gallons of water are wasted by 
motorists and garage proprietors in the un- 
limited use of water for washing cars. With 
mushroom-like rapidity houses have sprung 
up on the outskirts of Dublin—some thousands 
in number. The use of water for domestic 
purposes, espec.ally baths as well as the 
watering of gardens, has unduly strained the 
reservoirs béyond their designed capacity. 

The majority of the citizens do not seem to 
realise the seriousness of the situation. The 
health of the people would be affected in no 
small way. In fact, should the water supp'y 
fail and sewers become choked, an epidemic 
of fever might easily occur. Some thirty 
years ago, after an unusually dry season, the 
Vartry reservoir ran so low that the use of 
canal water had to be resorted to. As canal 
water is not as clean as the Vartry or Glena- 
smole, it is hoped it will not be necessary 
to use it as an emergency supply. Anyone 
found wasting water in any way whatever— 
motor car washing or garden watering— 
should be reported tc the Waterworks 
authorities and the supply cut off.—Yours, 
etc. ** Crrizen.””

Sir,—While recognising the serious nature 
of the warning recently issued by the City 
Engineer of Dublin as to the danger of a 
water shortage, it is interesting to learn from 
Mr. Moynihan s statement that there is an 
ample supply of water available in Round- 
wood reservoir, Any danger that exists 
apparently arises from the fact that the pipe 
connections from Roundwood to Stillorgan 
are too small to give the city and its suburbs 
the benefit of supplies available at Round- 
wood. A few months ago Mr. Moynihan, in 
an address to the Institution of County and 
Municipal Engineers (an address for which 
he was awarded an international prize) set 
out the relative costs and merits of alterna- 
tive methods of surmounting this difficulty. 
His conclusion was that the capital eost of a 
new service pipe from Roundwood to Still- 
organ would be more than outweighed by the 
alternative method of impounding a new 
storage reservoir at Poulaphouca, to serve the 
seats purpose of generating electric current 
and of increasing water supphes tofthe City; 
and County of Dublin. : | 

In view of the facts that the city 1s now 
definitely threatehed with water shortage, 
and that supples to many outlying suburbs 
and villages are already seriously curtailed, it 
becomes necessary to mquire what steps, if 
any, are being taken by the Corporation to 
reach a decision on the issues so presented by 
the City Engineer. Perhaps, Mr. Moynihan 
or the City Manager will give us some in- 
formation on the matter.—Yours, etc.,

SIR,——We are glad to note from your cor- 
respondent's remarks, in the '' Irishman’s 
Diary ” in your issue of the 11th inst., that 
tha value of first aid provision at bathmg 
places 1s recognised. We would like to point 
out that we already have first aid huts at the 
two strands near Dublin on which large num- 
bers of children congregate—Merrion and 
Killiney—staffed by ambulance sisters from 
the Dublin nursing divisions, and at Bray 
this service is also given by the local nurs- 
ing division. It is not, of course, possible to 
provide such service at every bathing point, 
and we do not think that your correspon- 
dent’s suggestion of the ‘‘ slot machine ”’ 
would be either practicable or advisable, nor 
would this meet the case of an accident in 
an isolated spot, such as he describes. 

The moral would seem to be that greater 
numbers should learn “‘ first aid to the in- 
jured,’’ and thus be qualified and ready to 
It also follows that the trained first- 
aider is much more likely to. provide himself 
with some simple requisites when going to 
an out-of-the-way place, whether on business 
or pleasure.—Yours, etc.,

Notices tendered by 
17,000 men and boys employed by the 
Amalgamated Anthracite Collieries in the 
Swansea area are about to take effect, 
when twenty-one out of the twenty-nine 
collieries within that organisation will be 
idle. The remaining eight mines will stop 
probably on Wednesday, and _ some 
thousands. of workers in other anthracite 
its outside the amalgamated group are 
ikely to tender notice at once. The issue 
in dispute is the abolition of the seniority 
rule, and the refusal of the management 
to pay minimum wages. The owners have 
offered to refer the dispute to an impartial 
and indepéfident’ committee, or-to’a joint 
investigation by owners’ and miners.

The invasion of the Clubs. 


The female invasion of London’s clubs 
proceeds apace.

facilities to women guests. In the majority 
of cases financia] necessity has wrought 
the change, though none of the important 
clubs has gone to the extreme of admitting 
women to membership. Among those who 
have thrown open their portals to women 
guests are the Junior Carlton, Guards’ 
Bath, Bachelors’, Reform, Junior United 
Service, and Royal Automobile. There 
is still, however, a number of staunch 
institutions which are bound either by 
their rules or by their traditions to ignore 
female claims. The Athenzeum, White’ s— 
London's oldest club—Brooks’s, Boodle’s, 
the Army and Navy, and Bucks, are 
among those which are not expected ever 
to succumb to the movement. The 
Alexandra, London s oldest and most ex- 
clusive women’s Club, is celebrating®its 
jubilee this vear by breaking a tradition 
fifty years old. It is to admit men—a 
capitulation largely due to financial 
reasons. 


. Water Shortage. 


Although there is not the least fear of 
a water famine in London, the Metro- 
politan Water Board deemed it prudent 
to issue a timely warning against waste. 
There is no apparent danger of shortage 
over the whole of the South of. England, 
but the North is not so fortunate. In 
most Northern districts, which have had 
many months of comparatively litt!e rain. 
reservoir supplies have become greatly re- 
duced, and in some arecs it has heen ne- 
cessary to restrict the use of water 
seriously. Villages in dhe North of 
Wales are in bad plight, where “he allow- 
ance has been reduced to meet only bare 
necessities. Everywhere a “ go carefully’’ 
appeal has been made to people with 
gardens, where there is invariably much 
waste. 


The Scottish Distilleries. 


A spirit of optimism has been born in 
the Scottish distillery trade by the pros- 
pect of a great market in America when 
prohibition goes. The end of prohibition 
would give employment to additional 
thousands in the industry, which for the 
last few years has been enduring a lean 
time. compared with previous .ears of 
fullness. Already arrangements have 
been made to re-open fourteen stills. It 
is reported that an American syndicate. 
formed in the belief that its countrymen 
are determined to have Caledonia’s pro- 
duct by Christmas. is negotiating for 
the purchase of a Banffshire concern. 
which has a stock of 125,000 gallons in 
bond. Before America went dry she im- 
ported between two and three million 
gallons of Scotch whiskey, and there is 
a likelihood that that amount wil! he 
largely increased when the nation “goes 
off the wagon.”

Another subject of importance is the 
constitution of a military tribunal to re- 
place the jury system in the case of trials 
under the Public Safety Act, . 

General O’Duffy believes that if the 
Government decides to pay no more atten- 
tion to the National Guard, the new body 
will go forward as a league of youth, in- 
spired by more or less noble ideals, though 
it carts Om will make less rapid progress 
when repression is withdrawn. 


QUESTION OF ARMS. 


To-day’s meeting also may consider the 
case of members of the late Government 
and of the present Opposition who have 
refused to give up their arms. Their de- 
cision on this point is awaited with much 
interest.

It was not 
possible to ascertain if these activities had 
any bearing on this morning’s Executive 
Council meeting. 

In the Department of Defence yesterday 
nothing was known of the rumoured 
changes in the higher commands. The 
next routine change at Army Headquarters 
is not due until October, 1934, when 
Major-General Brennan, Chief of Staff, 
will be the officer affected. Subsequent 
changes will be two years hence, when 
Colonel Hayes, Adjutant-General, and 
Colonel J. O'Connell, Quartermaster- 
General, will be concerned. 


A VISIT TO AMERICA. 


Mr, ‘Sean T. O'Kelly, Vice-President of 
the Executnve Council, and Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, 
will, it was strongly rumoured in Dublin 


the United States. In official circles the 
reasons for his journey are not regarded 
as significant. It is understood that Mr. 
O’Kelly will stay in the United Sates for 
at least four days, and will meet persons 
of Irish sympathy. It is also possible 
that he will visit Washington to talk to 
the Irish Free State Minister there. The 
journey will be undertaken during the 
recess. It will be remembered that Senator 
Connolly, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, paid a visit to the United States 
recently but his reasons for doing so have 
never been disclosed.

WHOSE ISLAND? 


SWISS PICNICKERS 
ARRESTED BY NAZIS 
wiiajnidlinaisaincien 
From Revrer's Corresponpest. 

BASLE, Monday, 


The question whether an island picnic 
resort in the Rhine near here belongs to 
Germany or to Switzerland has been 
raised by the arrest by German Customs 
officials of. two Swiss holiday-makers 
accused of having Communist literature 
on them. 

The two arrested men belonged to a 
party of forty Swiss trippers, who went 
out in punts to the island on Sunday for 
a day’s outing. 

The island is actually nearer the 
German bank of the river, and was largely 
created by a weir used for hydro-electric 
purposes. For many years Swiss trippers 
have used it for picnic and bathing parties, 
though it is said that there were once 
boards there warning off people. 

The two arrested Swiss were taken into 
German territory and placed in jail at 
Lorrach, in German territory, near here. 

So far there has not been any Swiss 

protest, but in view of the incident last 
week, when Nazis raided the house of a 
German night watchman on an electricity 
works situated half in Germany and half 
in Switzerland—about which the German 
Minister in Berne apologised—the position 
is being watched with interest. 
_ According to the German version of the 
incident, the Basle picnickers had no right 
on the island, which, it is claimed, is 
‘“ undoubtedly ” German. 

It is alleged that the trippers were 
Communists, that they used the island to 
distribute seditious literature, and sang 
Communist songs. A party’ of German 
Customs officials found the trippers on 
the island, and asked them what they were 
doing. 

The trippers, it is stated, adopted a 
threatening attitude. One of the Customs 
men drew his revolver, and threatened to 
use it if the trippers molested them. The 
Customs officials then arrested two of the 
party, and took them back to the German 
side.

Armoury raid and a number of other out- 
rages in Bengal, was sentenced to death 
here to-day on charges of conspiracy. He 
had been sought by the police since 1930, 
and only in May of this year was he 
arrested. 

Yarakaswar Dastidar, who was charged 
with him, was also sentenced to death. 

When the accused were brought before 
the court after their arrest, which 
followed a swift swoop by the police on 
their hiding place, the Crown Prosecutor 
described Surya Sen as the master mind 
responsible for a widespread conspiracy 
to wage war against the King Emper.’, 
which resulted in a number of outrages. 

Counsel recalled the Chittagong raid 
in 1930, when a number of men raided 
the armoury in the middle of the night 
and took away a large quantity of rifles 
aud revolvers. 


MANY VICTIMS. 


Three sentries and two  non-com- 
missioned officers were shot dead by the 
raiders, who afterwards set fire to 
the armoury. | 

It was also alleged that as a result of 
their activities two Indian officials and 
Captain Cameron, of the Gurkha Rifles, 
were murdered 

Miss Kalpana Butt, who was charged 
with the accused men, was sentenced to 
transportation for life. She was arrested 
while d in man’s clothes last year 
near the Pahartali Railway Institute 
after an outrage had been committed, but 
she absconded from her bail during 
her trial. She was only recaptured in 
May of this year, when the police raided 
a house at Gairaha, near Chittagong. 
During the raid two terrorists were shot 
dead. 

Great precautions were taken by the 
authorities to see that no attempt was 
made to rescue the prisoners. During the 
trial they were confined in a caged dock, 
and the approaches to the court house, 
and the court itself, were guarded by 
troops and police. . e 


BANNED BOOKS IN 
SEDITION CASE. 


GREAT INTEREST IN 
MALTESE TRIAL.

The longest case in Maltese legal history 
concluded to-day, when a number of 
Maltese were sentenced for being in pos- 
session of “ seditious matter,” including 
works by Karl Marx, Tolstoy, Bernard 
Shaw and Sidney Webb (Lord Passfield). 

The charge was brought under the Sedi- 
tious Propaganda Prevention Ordinance of 
1952. The case has taken 35 sittings, and 
has been the subject of a question in the 
British House of Commons. 

The following sentences were passed :— 
Joseph Orlanda, a prominent member of 
the were Party in Malta, and formerly 
a member of the Legislative Assembly— 
two months’ imprisonment. 

Carmelo Carabott, dockyard employé— 
three months’ imprisonment. 

Louis Azzopardi, dockyard employé— 
two months’ imprisonment. 

John Valvo, dockyard employé—one 
month’s imprisonment. 

Salvatore Pulis was fined £15, and other 
fines ranging from £15 to £10 were 
imposed. 

Joseph Storace was acquitted under the 
First Offenders Act. 

The trial aroused tremendous interest in 
Malta, and when judgment was delivered 
the Court was packed, and hundreds of 
people were refused admission. 

The prosecution largely based their case 
on minutes of the proceedings of a Maltese 
Socialist association, which was dissolved 
after the promulgation of the Seditious 
Propaganda Ordinance of 1932. 

Sir Augustus Bartolo, a former Cabinet 
Minister, defending, claimed that almost 
all the books produced in support of the 
charge were printed and imported from 
England, including works of Bernard 
Shaw and Sidney Webb. He argued that 
what was not seditious in England could 
not be regarded as seditious in Malta. 

The accused persons have given notice 


of appeal.

NO REPUDIATION OF 

OBLIGATIONS.

HAVANA, Monday. 


R. CARLOS DE CESPEDES, the new 
President of Cuba, son of the re- 
public’s first President, has completed his 
Cabinet, with himself as Secretary of 
State. He has virtually ignored the 
claims of the older political parties. 

Two of ex-President Machado’s country 
estates have been sacked, and the remain- 
ing followers of the ex-President are flee- 
ing from the island. 

Althongh renewed outbreaks of looting 
and arson have caused the authorities to 
order the troops to fire on all violators of 
law and order, to establish a curfew after 
8 p.m., and to prohibit weapons and 
demonstrations, the country is reported to 
be rapidly returning to normal. 

Thousands of strikers are returning to 
work, and stores are re-opening. 

President Machado’s War Secretary, 
General Herrera, and his family are on 
their way to Jamaica by steamer. 


PACIFICATION MOVE. 

The U.S. Navy has despatched the 
eruiser Richmond to Cuba, in addition to 
the three destroyers already ordered there. 
Two of the destroyers, the Caxton and the 
Taylor, have already arrived in Havana 
Harbour. i 

It is stressed at the State Department 
that the warships have been despatched 
only after the approval of Dr. de Cespedes 
had been obtained, for the purpose of 
exerting a steadying effect on the new 
régime. 

President Roosevelt declared that no 
intervention was intended in the affairs of 
Cuba. Senator Swanson, after conferring 
with the President to-day, said that if 
necessary the Navy could land 2,200 men 
in Cuba within a reasonable time. 

After his inauguration as President 
yesterday, Dr. de Cespedés, who is a short, 
stoutish man of a scholarly turn of mind, 
stated that he was without any political 
ambition and had taken office solely out 
of desire to serve his country. 

‘‘ Our aim,” he addod, “ is to lay aside 
all differences of labour and to re-establish 
that free and independent nation to which 
the founders of Cuba aspired.”’ 

Dr. de Cespedes promised that Cuba 
would meet all her financial obligations 
abroad. 


MACHADO’S PLANS. 

Behind barred doors and windows, with 
his faithful followers keeping watch out- 
side the room, ex-President Machado slept 
quietly last night in the security of British 
soil at Nassau, in the Bahamas. 

Interviewed at his hotel this morning, 
ha said: “ History will decide whether I 
have done well or ill for Cuba, Cuba is 
a constitutional country, and will acknow- 
ledge all her external obligations. Tales 
that I ordered the execution of opponents 
are untrue.”’ 

The ex-dictator’s plans are uncertain 
until he has received news of his family, 
and also of the events in Cuba following 
the accession of the new President. 

Six members of his family arrived at 
Key West, Florida, to-day in his private 
yacht from Havana. 

The Acting Colonial Secretary has in- 
formed Mackads that he is as welcome 
in the Bahamas as any other visitor, and 
his status is similar. 


DUBLIN’S WATER 
SUPPLY. 


A LONG WAIT FOR 
IMPROVEMENT? 


By a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

Despite Dublin’s urgent need for an im- 
proved water supply, no steps towards meet- 
ing the situation are likely to be taken for 
several years. 

At present it seems that hopes must centre 
on a scheme which is under contemplation by 
the Electricity Supply Board for generation 
of electricity from the River Liffey. At 
the beginning of this year a scheme was out- 
lined by Mr. M. A. Moynihan, the 
Dublin City Engineer, in a paper which 
he read before members of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, by which the Corporation 
could avail themselves of the construction of 
a dam by the Board at Poulaphouca to draw 
water from the Liffey. The water scheme, 
it was estimated, would involve an expendi- 
ture of £500,000. i 

At the meeting a representative of the 
Board expressed the opinion that the electri- 
city project would be embarked upon about 
1958. So far, however, the scheme has not 
been definitely decided upon. I learned 
yesterday that the Board is still investigat- 
ing its possibilities, 

An official of the City Engineer's Depart- 
ment, with whom I discussed the position. 
agreed that either the Liffey scheme or some 
alternative was urgently required. The 
alternative, he pointed out, would be to lay 
a pipe-line from Roundwood—which would 
meet the city’s immediate needs—at a cost of 


about £350,000. | 
PRESENT DIFFICULTY. 


“'lhat,' he explained, would not increase 
the water supply, but it would get the water 
down more rapidly. That, of course, issour 
difficulty at the moment. We cannot carry 
the water into the city fast enough to meet 
the heavy demands which are made in the 
summer. 

‘*As the population of Dublin increases, 
however, and more housing schemes are com- 
pleted, the situation will demand more ex- 
tensive measures. (ur storage capacity 
may then be inadequate. By an additional 
pipe-line,. therefore, we can only hope to 
settle the question for a limited báid”

Disorder commenced nearly two hours 
earlier when the Fianna Fail members 
entered the Chamber. They were welcomed 
with cheers from the gallery, which later 
greeted Mr. P. Belton, T.D., with ironical 
cries of “ Oh!” i

signing the roll when the demonstration 
against Mr. Belton occurred, put down his 
pen promptly, and warned the demonstra- 
tors that if there were any interference 
during the meeting the gallery would be 
cleared.

By co- 
operative and unceasing effort, that which 
the intelligence and goodwill of civilised man 
has accomplished in other domains holds 
promise of success in this sphere also. 
Replying, Dr. J. D. Greene, Professor of 
International Politics of the University of 
Wales, and Chairman of the Institute of 
Pacific Re'ations, referred to the Institute's 
ideals. “The process,” he said ,*‘ whereby 
international ifferences can be settled 
involves two factors, first, harmonising views 
through new information and the removal 
of misunderstandings; and, secondly, mutual 
sacrifices and concessions, whether actuated 
by expediency or the desire for peace and 
justice. : 
“ The second factor is exclusively the busi- 
ness of Governments, while unofficial agenc.es 
like ours can make a most effective contri- 
bution, though they, too, may help to dis- 
cover a rational basis for sacrifices and con- 
cessions which the Governments can make 
only with the support of erg opinion.”

On 
his first tour of inspection the following 
morning the keeper was horrified to see the 
canvas bag lying in the Echidna’s exercise 
cage. Not a penny was in the bag, but tne 
Echidna presented an extraordinary sight. 
It was covered with pennies. There was a 
big pile on top of it; they rested in between 
its spines, It was sleeping peacefully on a 
heap of them, and all over the box, in every 
chink, cranny and crack, were pennies. They 
were mixed up with the straw of its bed, and 
the fibre of its exercise cage was as full of 
pennies as a pomegranate is of pips. 
It took the keeper half a day to find and 
collect his pennies, and during the whole of 
the time the Echidna slept. At least, it 
appeared to sleep, but the keeper declares 
that he noticed it quiver once or twice with 
silent mirth, The Echidna’s little joke will 
long be talked about at the ‘* Zoo.’ 

(The Echidna is a genus of Australian 
toothless burrowing mammal, armed with 
porcupine-like spines, laying eggs, instead of 
bringing forth the young.)

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EUROPE’S HIGHEST 
ROAD. 


ELEVEN “ HAIRPIN ” 
BENDS.

The highest road in Europe is to be opened 
to tratiic before the end of the month. - It 
is the road up the Pie du Midi, in the 
Pyrenees, a mountain 9,438 feet high. ‘The 
motor road is to stop 660 feet below the 
summit, not because engineers are unable to 
drive it to the top, but ause the scientists 
in charge of the white-domed «observatory 
which crowns the Pic du Midi fear that the 
vibrations caused by motor cars might upset 
the delicate instruments were they allowed 
to come nearer. It will thus, states Reuter 
from Paris, be necessary to cover the last 
half-mile or so of the winding ascent bya 
road forbidden to motorists. : 

Part of the road has beem open for the 
past three -years—the section leading from 
the summit of the Tourmalet: Pass (6,960ft.) 
to Sencours (a name derived from cing ours 
—the ‘ve bears). Over this section the road 
rises steadily at a rate of 8 in 100, but the 
section now to ba opened had a gradient of 
12 in 100, and eleven ** hairpin ”’ ds. An 
hotel, with garage, is to be built on the 
Plateau ces Laqueéts, at the terminus of the 
motor road, looking down on to the charming 
Lake Oncet. Snow is found at this altitude 
even in August. 

The road has had to be biasted out of 
the rock, and tourists last year were for- 
bidden to ascend the Pic du Midi, as great 
rocks were continually hurtling down into 
the blue lake ‘below. ‘Hitherto the Stelvio 
Pass in the Dolomites, which provided one 
of the stiffest tests in the recent Alpine 
trials, held the European road height record, 
with 9,048 feet. It temains the highest pass 
for motor traffic—but only. on account of the 
Pic du Midi observatory.
